nered the fruits-of our babors in a 
eure of prosperity whereof the. wisest 
have never dreameds 

The masterly combinations of the 
great Captain were so ordered, that, 
when the hour of victory came, its mea- 
sure was unstinted, and whereas, less 
than one month agone, eur armies from 
the Atlantic to the Mississippi, were

eease to darken the face ef nature with | 
. their sulpburons breath ; the blood-rust- 


ed weapons of death, will be piled away 
ya: gloomy arsenals, ready for times of 
future danger, and the batttle-rent. 
smoke-grimmed tropbies of valor and

The Herald’s special says: Our Con- 
sul General in Canada has given notice 
to the authorities there, that all crimi- 
nals connected with the assassination of 
President Lincoln, must be surrendered 
to the United States anthorities. 

The Herald’s Mobile correspondent 
says: Our forces captured twenty-one 
heavy guns, 10,000 stand of arms and 
30,000 bales of cotton, besides immense 
quantites of corn and otber grain ; it is 
also estimated tbat 20,000 bales of cot- 
ton and 75,000 barrels of rosin are bid- 
den in the swamps along the Alabama 
marsh, which is within reach of our for- 
ces. Over 10.000 stragglers from the 
rebel urmy, bave given themselves ap. 
Guerrilla bands infest the neigbborbood 
of our lines. A party of them went to 
the Bante House on the night of the 14th, 
intending to assassinate Gen. Gregor, 
who fortunately was net there. 


The dispatch boat, Rose, was blown 
up by a torpedo on the 14th, killing 
two men and wounding three. 

A dispatch dated April 19th, says an 
Officer from Dick Taylor's staff had ar- 
rived at Canby's head-quarters to make 
terms for the surrender of Taylor's com- 
mand.

The Houston, Tex. Telegraph pub- 
lishes details of a conference, between

One bundred and five officers and one 
thousand men of Morgan's old com- 
mand, surrendered to Gen. Hobson, at 
Mount Sterling, to-day.

A Wasbington correspondent says: It 
is not genera'ly believed that Jobnston 
or any of the leading rebels expected 
the Federal Government to accede to 
their propositions, unless greatly modi- 
fied. One evidence is, that prominent 
civilians who accompanied the army, or 
were in its immediate vicinity at the first 
conference, suddenly disappeared soon 
alter. Another is, that, on learning that 
our Government had refused to enter- 
tain such overtures, Jobnsion needed no 
further time for reflection or fur confer- 
ence with military autborilies. At six 
o’clock on the morning of the 25th, Gen. 
Sherman notified Jcbnston that the terms 
were not accepted, and that the truce 
would end in forty-eight hours. Later 
in the day he sent another fing, demand- 
ing a surrender on the same terms ac- 
corded to Lee. Johnston replied on
